Foreign Trade Improves.
Gold Once More Becoming the World's
Standard in Fixing Prices.

To Tue New Yonx HEralp: 1 do not
know how you fee] about the perma-
nency and solidity fof the better feeling
which seems to pervade the whole busi-
ness community, but It would seem, In
the light of the records of our foreign
trade in November and December, ns if
there have been better results from
American ingenulty and resourcelulnesa
In export than the business community
expected. Considering these nnd the
better exchange situation, does it not
look ma if the difficultics of doing a for-
cign business had been overstressed and
that there are offsetting factors that
haive been overlooked?

In the bulletin of the First Federal
Forelgn Banking Association, which 1
onclose, you will find some figures of
trade in November which are surprising.
December has another surprise, showing
upon analysls that there were Increases
‘of over $100,000,000 in manufacturad
exports in that month, as compared with
the December of & year before.

It would seem a matter of gervice and
of benefit to manufacturers who export
to emphasize the more encouraging fea-
tures of the present situntion, and espe-
clally to call attention to the fact that
the International price situation 1s get-
ting upon a gold basfl, that Is, because
of the fluct g dharacter of many
monagys in the Wworld (the business com-
munitien everywhere are figuring the

the prices they quote In any lecal cur-
rency to this gold price. In other words,
whils the majority of the natlons of the
world are on a fluctuating currency
basle as far as settlements are con-
cerned, and do not even permit use of
gold In effecting International exchanges,
gold Is the money of the world as o
standard of prices.

This belng so, the high international
value of the dollur In exchange with
other moneys Is really not as great a
handlcap to our trade on a c¢ompetitive
basis ns many discouraged exportore
feel, With'prices tending to bes upon
a gold basls, an importer In a neutral
markat has to pay out no more of his
own money to get It via the medium ot
a few high priced dollars than via the
medium of many cheap unite of some
Inflated currency, and his bargaln is op
a more stable basle because he s deal-
ing In a stable currency.

¥ar Bastern exchange Is normally on
the fuctuating basls of the local silver
moneys A trader had two changeable
sloments In a Whrgain that involves
time, the eloment of price of the goods
and the element of the price of eliver.
To-day the grenter part of the world In
trading on the same baAste of double
fluctuntion possibilities because of the
Instability of the moneys, except where
dollars aro used as the medium.
